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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Applicant's Arguments 

This is a Supplemental Office Action. As agreed during the interview, the Applicant was 
supposed to amend claim 1 to thereby overcome a potential 1 12(2) problem triggered by the use 
of auxiliary verb "may" and "and/or". Since the corrections, as discussed during the interview, 
were not made for no apparent reason, the Examiner is now issuing the 1 12(2). Thus, the 
Applicant's arguments regarding the art rejection are moot in the meantime. Here, the Examiner 
reserves the right to make the next Office Action final if need be. 

Claim Status 

Claims 1-9 and 13 are currently pending in the Instant Application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 (including its dependent claims) is rejected under 35 USC 1 12(2) for being 
indefinite. Indeed, the claim recites the terms "and/or". Here, it is unclear whether the limitation 
that follows "and/or" is preceded by "and" or "or". 

Further, claim 1 (including its dependent claims) is rejected under 35 USC 1 12, second 
paragraph as being indefinite. Indeed, the claim recites the auxiliary verb "may", which when 
used in a claim language creates a sense of uncertainty.
